SPRING SUSPENSION SPEAKER 


ABSTRACT 

The present invention is a spring suspension speaker that will virtually eliminate failure 
of the speaker due to fatigue from cyclic stress from regular use of the speaker or due to a surge 
of power to the speaker. The present invention comprises of a flexible support member installed 
within the conventional speaker. The present invention improves the performance and the life 
expectancy of the conventional speaker and also improves the responsiveness of the speaker, 
thereby increase the accuracy of the sound reproduced by the speaker.
